Hope Rotary club, meeting Friday 


noon in the recreation room of Firs1 
Christian church for the first time 
since its removal from Hotel Bar- 
low, heard Talbot Fcild, Jr., chair- 
man of the Hempstead County De- 
fense Council, speak on the housing 
crisis confronting the city and coun 
ty since start of construction 01 
the Southwestern Proving Ground. 


Mr. Foild's speech, a comprehensive 


discussion of the whole federal hous 
ing setup, follows:

Spencer, Joe E. Blanton, rcprcsentinj 
the Defense Housing Coordinator, Mr 
Palmer, was in our city. We drov 
over the city, Mr. Blanton conferre 
with Proving Ground officials an 
before leaving for Washington, mad 
a quick survey of our housing needs 


"Since the announcement of the 


construction 
of 
the 
Southwestern 


Proving Ground in our county there 
have been many representatives of 
various agencies of our federal gov- 
ernment, visiting our city in regard 
to our acute housing problem. Noth- 
ing definite has resulted from their 
surveys. 


"About four weeks ago the Hemp- 


stead County Defense Council's Hous- 
ing Committee, headed by Pat Duf- 
fic, met, discussed the terrible hous- 
ing situation and unanimously re- 
commended to the State 
Defense 


Council that Hope be designated a 
Defense Aroa for Housing. This re- 
commendation was passed on by the 
State Defense Council, but with only 
one of the two provisions that ac- 
crue to a defense area for housing 
designation. We received a Defense 
Area rating for priorities, but no 
for Title VI of the National Hous- 
ng Act. 


Only 22 Buildings Permits 
"A priority rating for houses simp- 


ly means that aur lumber compan- 
ies, hardware stores, electrical and 
plumbing fixture houses can secure 
for 
the construction of houses for 


defense workers, ahead of such towns 
as Fresco tt, Gurdon, Mcna, Nash- 
ville and all other towns where no 
defense project is underway, the nec- 
essary building materials which are 
growing scarcer each day duo to the 
absorbtion of materials for our great 
defe'iise program. Consequently, to- 
day, no more houses are being built 
than were built last year. Last year

into rising prices and taxes. The ans-; 
wer is: BUDGET. 


Personal budgets are fun. A sound 


budget begins by planning pleasure. 
It brings right out in to the open 
the fact that people do go to the mov- 
ies, women visit the beauty parlor, 
men do smoke. The whole point of it 
is to figure out how to buy a liv- 
ing—a full living—at the price which 
those concerned can pay. 


This makes spending money doub- 


ly satisfying. It promotes the joys 
of anticipation, and takes away from 
the spending that guilty "Can I af- 
ford it?" feeling which often mars 
enjoyment. 


Then how do you go about getting 


a budget? 


First, you count up your income 
r the amount of money you wit 
ave to spend for everything during 
ne time you budget for. You cai 
3udget for a week. But most people 
o not really live from weck-to-weck 
They buy butler for a few days, cloth 


for a season or several seasons 


ice-boxes for many years. So it's muc 
setter to budget for as long a perio 
is you can, say a year. Multiply your 
weekly wage by 52 or your month- 
ly salary by 12, and do it with pencil 
and paper, which you'll need later 
anyway.

Soviet counter attacks were report- 


ed to be holding the Germans at bay 
in the 17-day old battle for Moscow 
Saturday while in the Far East Ger- 
many's Axis partner, Japan, was the 
target of stern British warnings a- 
gainst an assault on Russia vis Sib- 
eria. 


Reuters, British news agency, quoted 


a Stockholm dispatch as saying that 
Red army counter blows had driven 
the Germans back in the northwest 
and recapturing Kalinin, 95-miIes from 
Moscow. 


Other British sources quoted the 


Moscow radio as saying Soviet troops 
on Tuesday had recaptured Orel, key 
rail center 200 miles south of Mos- 


• cow. 


London newspapers notified Japan 
lat any attempt to spread the war 
rould be met by combined British 
nd U. S. fleets. 
Would Give U. S. Bases 
A spokesman for the Netherlands 
overnment, in exile, said every fac- 
.ity o£ the Dutch East Indies would 
e placed at disposal of the United 
i tales in the tvent of war with Japan 
and implied that Indies bases for the 
U. S, Pacific fleet could be had for 
he asking. 
On the Soviet front the Russians

Duchess Charlotte Gets 
Passage on U. S. Cruiser 
/~}NE of the lesser known refugee 
^ monarchs is Grand Duchess 
Charlotte of Luxembourg, who 
found 
a haven in the United. 


States. 


Luxembourg, a country of only 


999 square 'miles bordered toy 
Germany, Belgium and France, 
was overrun by the Nazis, May 10, 
1940. The grand duchess, her con- 
sort and six children fled to Paris, 
May 13, 1940, and arrived in the 
United 
States, July 25, 1940, 


aboard the U. S. cruiser, Trenton. 


Grand Duchess Charlotte was 


honored philatelically by her gov- 
ernment in the 1939 stamp above. 


She was born in the famed old 


castle of Berg, Jan. 23, 1896, the 
second daughter of Grand-Duke 
Wilhelm and Marie-Anne de Lux- 
embourg. When her father died in 
1912, Marie Adelaide, the oldest 
sister, was placed on the throne. 
The Imperial German armies OCT 
cupicd the little duchy in 1914. 


After the war, the Allies ielt the. 


young duchess had not shown 
enough energy 'in resisting the 
Germans.

union with France, and the citi-

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Another Navy Day Will Be 
Observed on October 27 


Navy Men Guard- l 


ing the Nation 
Will Not Be Able 
to Celebrate 


Another Navy Day will be observ- 
d this year on October 27. This year's 
bservance finds the Navy at its high- 
est point in numbers and develop- 
ment. There never have been so many 
ighting 
ships 
carryin 
the 
stars 


and stripes. 


The ships of the Navy today not 
nly are impressive in size and num- 
jers, but they are ships with more 
sower in their guns, and more speed 
n their engines than once would have 
>een believed possible. 
Navy Day, however, will be mere- 
y another milestone, and not the end 
af the nation's building of a Navy 
econd to none. Many new ships are 
eady to slide down the ways. New 
keels are ready to be laid when the 
new ships go into the water. 


This year Navy Day, which is ob- 
erved on the birthday of President 
Theodore Roosevelt, marks the twen- 
ieth anniversary of the observance. 
The first was held in 1922 upon a 
suggestion made to the Navy De- 
partment by Mrs. William H. Hamil- 
on, of New York. 
In 1922 the World War had been 


over almost four years. The Navy of 
that war had been built into the 
world's most formidable 
defensive 


and offensive fleets. The first obser- 
vance of Navy Day found the Amer- 
can Navy still ranking the navies of 
he world. A few years later was to 
come the Disarmament 
Conference, 


vith its following program of naval 
force reduction, which brought the 
American Navy down to a par with 
Great Britain, and only slightly ahead 
-it the forces allotted to Japan. 


The theme of Navy Day in 1941 is 


one of contrasts self-created. The ma- 
or contrast is one of assurance to 
he people by the Navy. It is no mili- 
tary or naval secret that the fleets 
are "standing by." It is no secret, nor 
an inflated boast, that the Navy is 
confident that if called to action 


in 1917-1918 they would be no match 
for the U. S. Navy which is ruling 
the ocean these days. 


Vast strides have been made by the 


Navy in the last few years in build- 
ing ships, too. 


New technique has reduced 
the 


time required for building of a big- 
ger and more complex capital ship 
by many months. 


The fact that the Navy has been 


able to accept and meet the swift 
challenge of the dangers to this na- 
tion lurking in the second World War, 
is less miraculous than it seems at 
first. Miraculous though the build- 
ing of this new Navy has been, the 
truth is no less dramatic. 


The U. S. Navy has always been 


alert. It has always been ready to 
"get ready." In calm times when the 
peoples of the world in civilian life 
have no thought of war and hear 
no rumors of war, the officers and 
men of the U. S. Navy are practicing 
war under conditions which are as de- 
finitely actual as peace time condi- 
tions will permit. 


Tests are planned and made. Results 


are measured and weighed as punctil- 
iously as men weigh gold. Blueprints 
are prepared. Files are filled 
and 


guarded. Being ready in the U. S. 
Navy isn't spectacular. It's just rou- 
tine. 


The Navy, to be sure, lays great 


stress on ships, but ships without 
men are only ships. Battlehip are 
ships with men who have been train- 
ed to hoot far—shoot straight—and 
shoot quickly. Expanding the Navy 
in this national emergency so far 
as personnel is concerned present- 
ed a real problem to the service. 


Machines and heat can bend steel 


into any form or shape the engineer 
desires. Mixing metals and 
adding 


chemicals makes it possible for the 
engineers to add additional strength 
or toughness to armor and guns. But 
most of the sciences are unavailing 
when it comes to the tremendous task 
of training sufficient men to man the 
expanding fleets. 


At present there are more than

Members of the U. S. Navy will 


not be able to take time off on Octo- 
ser 27, when their fellow Americans 
observe Navy Day, but every oficer 
and enlisted man knows that the fleet 
is destined to play an ever increas- 
ing part in the vital matter of na- 
tional defense, and that Navy Day of 
1941 
is therefore a solemn occasion. 


As long as the Navy lives, the na- 
tion will survive against any force. 


is no navy afloat, which can halt, 
much less stop our American ships 
from defending American principles. 


Another contrast which stands out in 


bold relief as a result of world con- 
ditions is found in the 1907-1908 Na- 
val ploicy formulated by President 
Theodore Roosevelt, and in the policy 
of the Nation at this time in res- 
pect to the Navy.

When an officer or & 
bluejacket comes into the service, and 
finds himself under a system of in- 
struction where he is required to 
learn thoroughly in a few months 
what is covered in periods of from 
one to two years under normal con- 
ditions, by hard and rigorous self- 
application he condenses time, the es- 
sence of our National preparedness. 


Proof of the Navy's preparedness 


and system can be found graphically 
in the recent trials of the USS North 
Carolina. This giant battleship built 
at a cost of $70,000,000, and equipped 
with every new device for naval 
operation which science has develop- 
ed, had a fairly large number of men 
in her crew, comparatively new to the 
service.

Conscientious

MARION, N. C. — In the quiet little 


town of Sugar Cove, tucked nwny in 
n tiny valley 12 miles from here, 52 
young "conscientious objectors" to 
military service have found n peace 
that holds fnst to their ideals. 


Surrounded 
by 
soldiers holding 


maneuvers in nearby mountains in 
preparation for a possible war, they 
believe they are helping build for 
the peaceful future that must event- 
ually follow. 


They are boys who filled In Scries 


10 of the draft questionaire. They 
make up Civilian Public Service Camp 
No. 18. 


These boys are being allowed by 


the Government to work on a Gov- 
ernment project in World War II in- 
stead of going to camps to bear arms, 
against their religious convictions. 


Tall, dignified, 
white-haired 
Dr. 


Raymond Binford, life-long Quaker 
and president of Guilford College for 
the past sixteen years, who claimed 
a leave of absence to be director of 
the camp for a year, said, "They likr> 
to be called creative pioneers." 


They are usually called C. O.'.s. 
Their community is made up of Dr. 


and Mrs. Binford, a plump, jolly, 
white headed little woman, who will 
teach French and German when their 
educational hours begin: Miss Edith 
Kelsey, a nurse who lived seven years 
in Jerusalem with her missionary pa- 
rents and was trained at the Mas- 
sachusetts General Hospital in Bos- 
ton; 
Miss Bertha Otis, dietician, who 


studied at Penn State College; Frank 
Reynolds, the project superintendent 
for the camp; and Mrs. Reynolds. 


Their quarters were formerly a 


CCC camp, which the Government 
loaned to the American Friends Ser- 
vice Committee for a C. O. camp. 
Their work is the building up of a 
parkway through the mountains, con- 
curring with the provision of the 
Government that the work accomplish- 
ed must be important. 


Work Hard and Happily 
Their demeanor is one of quiet con- 


tentment that they may pay ?35 a 
month to labor as most of them have 
never worked before, that they are 
lucky enough to have $2.500 for spend- 
ing money each month, and that they 
do not have to bear arms. 
^Theirs is a simple life. Up at 5:30 
o'clock in the morning, they oat'break 
fast at 6 o'clock, observe meditation 
from 6:30 until 6:50 o'clock, make up 
their beds, and leave for work at 7 
o'clock. 


Until the camp is thoroughly clean- 


ed and repaired, a detail of men is 
allowed to remain in the camp dur- 
ing the day. Later, all except the 
cooks will go the ten miles up a 
mountain road to plant hedges in 
rows on each side of the parkway to 
prevent soil erosion and washes across 
the road. 


"We have a plan,' said Dr. Binford. 


"There are 168 hours in the week. We 
allow 40 for work, 56 for sleep, ten 
for metals, fourteen for personal care, 
eight for projects around camp, and 
that leaves 40 hours. 


Up in their educational building, 


where classes will be held in the 
evenings, classes in French, German, 
Spanish, first aid, biology, geology, 
music, almost anything desired there 
is a library. 


"We want to start a '40-Ohour club 


of boys who will use those 40 hours 
for study and reading," said Dr. Bin- 
ford. 


"We don't give or take any orders. 


We post a list of the boys and their 
duties for the week. That's all They 
are not forced to do their work, but 
the story goes that, at the first camp 
set up, the hoys did more in a week 
than CC boys had done in four weeks 
or NYA boys had accomplished in 
eight weeks. 


Boys of Many Types and Faiths 
Of the 52 already at the camp, which 


has a capacity of 150, the majority 
are college men or college graduates. 
There are school 
teachers, college 


athletes, bankclerks, advertising men, 
engineers, chemists, men from every 
line of work. 


Theirs is not a single religion. Many 


faiths were represented when the 52 
arrived, including Quaker, Episcopal, 
Evangelical and Reformed, Methodist, 
Church of Christ, Baptist, 
Jewish, 


Presbyterian, Lutheran, In 
Accord 


with the Scriptures, Catholic, Belli 
Tabernacle, Church of God, Jehovah's 
Witness, Hollinenen, Pilgrim, Holiness, 
and United Brethren,

Chapter One: In the presidential 


election of 1936 when all the states 
except Vermont and Maine cast their 
electoral votes for Mr. Roosevelt, 
wise men cracked that those two com- 
monwealths had seceded and that the 
President was thinking of appoint- 
ing an ambassador to the two states. 


Chapter Two: Through its legisla- 


ture and through its one congressman, 
Charles A. Plumley, Vermont has 
taken a front seat in supporting the 
President in his foreign policy. No 
ambassador will be needed. The Green 
Mountain State is very much in the 
Union. 


When the draft was announced, the 


Vermont legislature adopted a bill 
providing that every Vermonter who 
erved at least one year in active war- 
are should receive a bonus of $10 


month for 12 months. Recently the 


;overnor called the legislature into 
pecial session in order to finance the 
University of Vermont. The solons 
ilso assembled with the idea that 
hey wanted the Vermont selectees 
o have the bonus, war or no war. 


Bonus Law Bent 
To get around the bonus law, the 
egislature passed a resolution defin- 
ng "armed conflict" in such a way 
as to make possible the payment of 
he state bonus to Vermont men in 
he federal armed service without a 
ipecific amendment to the statute. 


"Armed conflict" was to be constru- 


ed liberally and would include a "state 
of national 'emergency whreein the 
President shall order (he Navy to 
exercise force to protect the lives 
and property endangered 
by 
the 


lostile action of any foreign power." 
It was held that Mr. Roosevelt's 
order 
sending the 
fleet 
to guard 


against submarines and surface raid- 
ers in the north Atlantic put the 
United States into armed conflict and 
lence the bonus was payable. 


One objecting solon said that un- 


der the resolution Vermont soldiers 
encamped in Florida and who shot 
nothing more than a .22 bullet at a 
woodchuck, would get the bonus.
